Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). Tlie drawings must sliow 
every feature of tlie Invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the auxiliary switch 
operatable by the contact link support together with the contact, directly or indirectly, by 
the contact link support without play must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in. 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 12 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 3 and 4 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
Incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such 
omission amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See 
MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: the relationship 
between the "sides" and the claimed elements to which the "sides" refer. 

4. Claim 1 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 13 should be amended to recite a second additional 
appliance since a first additional appliance is already recited in the parent claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unleiss - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

6. Claims 1 -1 3 and 1 7-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated 
by Meriwether. 

Meriwether discloses contactor 1 0 with an electromagnetic drive apparatus 
(1,2,16), a contact link support unshown but inherently connected to armature 16, 
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basic appliance (liousing) 24, additional appliance (32,38), extension 22, locking 
element 58, locking element holder 54, additional switch 70, and an auxiliary 
switch (col. 3, lines 54-57). 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Lemmer, Bauer, and Emura disclose contactors having locking 
elements.
